STERLING LEADS 
BY 1375 N TEXAS 
GOVERNOR RAGE 


Three Counties of 254 Un- 
heard From, Others In- 
complete. in ‘Run-Off’ 
With Mrs. Ferguson.

DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 29.—Gov. 


R. S. Sterling had a lead of 1375 
votes over Mrs. Miriam A. (Ma) 
Ferguson today for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor in one of 
the closest primary races in the his- 
tory of Texas. 

Based on the estimate of the 
Texas Election Bureau that 950.- 
000 votes were cast Saturday, 20,- 
000 ballots still were to be ac- 
counted for—enough to leave the 
result in doubt. 

The latest figures, which the bu- 


reau said may differ from the of- 
ficial count, were from 252 wut 
of the State’s 254 counties, 191 re- 
porting complete returns. The to- 
tals stood: Sterling 470,692; Fergu- 
son, 469,317. 

Trailing the former woman Gov- 
ernor 493 votes when the Election 
Bureau stopped its work st night, 
Sterling took a lead of 3007 on the 
first tabulation today, and on the 
next. increased his advantage by 
422 votes, but fell back later. 

The Sterling lead resulted chiefly 
from further compilations truia 
Dallas and Lubbock. Counties, bora 
of which gave the Governor large 
majorities over Mrs. Ferguson. 

Gov. Sterling expressed confi- 
dence that he had been renominat- 
ed. The Executive returned to the 
Capitol at Austin to prepare for a 
session of the Legislature which 
convenes tomorrow to enact tax 
relief measures. 

Mrs. Ferguson is the only wom- 
an who has been Governor of 
Texas, a housewife who entered 
politics when her husband, James 
E. Ferguson, was impeached and 
removed from the Governor's chair 
im: SO37; “ 

After one term, Mrs. Ferguson 
was defeated for re-election by Dan 
Moody, who was Attorney-General 
under her administration and led 
in the proceedings which persuad- 
ed the courts to cancel important 
highway construction contracts dur- 
ing her tenure of office. Her de- 
feat was six years ago. 

Moody was succeeded by Ster- 
ling, who had been chairman of 
the Highway Commission during 
the former’s term. Mra Ferguson 
ran against Sterling two years ago, 
led at the first primary and was 
defeated in the runoff...

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 29.— 
James Haizlip, St. Louis, crossed 
the finish Ife in the Transconti- 
nental Air Derby here at 3:05 p. 


m. Eastern standard time. 
Haizlip did not land at the air- 
port but continued on his way to 
New York, despite reports of bad 
weather between here and New 
York. His exact landing time was 
3:04:45 Eastern Standard time, 
which made his time from Los 
Angeles to Cleveland eight hours 
and 19 minutes. Jimmy Doolittle 
last year, in his dash, made it from 


hours and 10 minutes. Haizlip is 
assistant’ to Doolittle in commer- 
cial work in St. Louis. 

Haizlip’s average speed was esti- 
mated in excess of 255 miles an 
hour, nearly 30 miles an hour fast- 
er than Doolittle's record speed 
into Cleveland last year, of 223,038. 

Haizlip’s dash earned him $6750 
and $2500 more was in sight if he 
broke Maj. Doolittle’s Los Angeles- 
New York time of 11 hours and 16 
minutes. 

Roscoe Turner flashed across the 
finish line at 3:33 p. m. 

Capt. Turner’s unofficial flying 
time was 9 hours and 8 minutes, 
nearly half an hour behind Haiz- 
lip. 

Jimmie Wedell was third to fin- 
ish the race to Cleveland, arriving 
at 3:44, 11 minutes after Turner. 

After hearing weather reports, 
Turner zoomed his tiny racer sky- 
ward again and headed east for 
Floyd Bennett airport in, the hope 
of overtaking Haizlip. He took off 
at 3:43. 

Haizlip Is Flying Aid to Maj. Doo- 
little in St. Louis. 

James G. Haizlip is flying as- 
sistant to Maj. Jimmie Doolittle, 
director of the aviation department 
of the Shell Petroleum Corporation, 
with headquartérs here. 

He iearied to fly during the 
World War and served as a flying 
nistructor in France. After the 
war he met Doolittle while flying 
in the Southwest and they became 
fast friends. Haizlip was an in- 
structor in a flying school at Tulsa, 
Ok., and pilot for an airline before 
coming to St. Louis three years ago. 
In 1930, flying a plane of the Shell 
Co., he finished second in the 
Thompson trophy rece, annual 
speed classic, at Chicago.

Aunt Killed in Auto Plunge in 

Mountains, One Child Tries 

to Aid Other.

ESTES PARK, Colo., Aug. 29.— 
Heroic efforts of her 12-year-old 
sister failed to save the life of Lu- 
cille Day, 10, of Alamoso, Colo., 
who was injured in the crash of an 
automobile down Fall River pass. 

Lucille was accompanied in the 
motor car by hér 12-year-old sis- 
ter, Jean, and an aunt, Miss Mary 
S. Day, 35 years old, of Gainesville, 
Ga., the driver. 

Blinded by a fog and snow 
flurries, Miss Day Friday night 
drove the machine off the high- 
way. The car hurtled down the 
mountain side. Miss Day apparent- 
ly was killed in the fall. Lucille 
and Jean were thrown clear of the 
wreck. 

Jean, who was only bruised, felt 
her way through the fog to her 
sister’s side. Lucille was conscious 
only at intervals. 

Removing the most of her cloth- 
ing, Jean covered her sister and 
the two little girls remained to- 
gether through the night. Howls 
of coyotes frightened them and the 
temperature fell to near the freez- 
ing point. 

At daylight Saturday Jean start- 
ed for help. Tourists found the al- 
most naked and hysterical child 
walking down the road. Questioned 
she could only sob “Up on top the 
Pass.” Rangers found the body of 
Miss Day under the wrecked car.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Treas- 
ury experts, encouraged by record 
sales on the New York stock mar- 
ket, are revising upward their es- 
timates of revenue from the Fed- 
eral tax on security transfers. 

Security transactions were at a 
low stage when the tax bill was 
passed and the department put the 
probable revenue from stock and 
bond transfers during the 1933 fis- 
cal. year at $20,000,000, but with 
sales accelerated to present levels 
experts agree the Government’s 
income from this source will be 
much larger.

SAYS ‘OUR-MARRIAGE 
WAS SAD MISTAKE’ 


Had Asserted Murder on 
Road Near Marshall Was 
Committed by Two Men 
in Another Car.

MARSHALL, III., Aug. 29.— 


Giving incompatibility as a reason, 
Hubert C. Moor, Robinson, III., 


‘high school instructor, confessed to 


Clark County officials early~ yes- 
terday that he shot and killed his 
wife, Marjorie, also a teacher, on 
a highway six miles south of here 
the night of Aug. 14. 

“Our marriage was a sad mis- 
take,” the chemistry and agricul- 
ture instructor told State’s Attorney 
Victor C. Miller as he began the 
confession, which later was put in 
writing and signed by Moor. 

„J often dreamed of the things 


I wanted to do, and the things I 
wanted to have, but I could not at- 
tain them,” Moor continued. “My 
wife also had dreams of a career as 
a teacher, and she put that before 
her duty as a wife. She disliked 
housework, and more often than 
not I came home to an untidy home, 
with dishes stacked in the kitchen. 
She should never have married. 

“We were drifting apart, and I 
decided that it would be best if one 
of us were dead.. I thought of 
killing myself, but then it would 
occur to me that my wife would 
marry again. That would have been 
just another mistake, and I wanted 
to save her from that. She was 
not well, and she frequentig told 
me*that she hoped ehe would die 
young. 

Bought Revolver Months Ago. 

Just, after school was out I went 
to Indianapolis and bought a re- 
volver of German make, register- 
ing it under a fictitious name. I 
bought it for a definite purpose, 
but I was in no hurry to put my 
plan through. I went to summer 
school at the University of IIIIi- 
nois, where I had obtained my 
master’s. degree. Upon completing 
some work in chemistry subjects, 
in which I received three ‘As’ and 
a C, I was joined by my wife and 
we started for home. 

“As we drove along that Sunday 
(Aug. 14), we were in good spirits, 
and stopped to visit with Leah 
Baldwin, a teacher of our acquain- 
tance, at Greencastle, Ind. Then 
we stopped in Terre Haute for sup- 
per and to window shop. After 
reaching Marshall. we tirned south. 
About six miles.out I stopped and 
got out of the car. As I started to 
get in again it occurred to me that 
the time to put my ‘Disa into effect 
had come. 

“My wife was sitting in the ma- 
chine and we were chatting light- 
ly, and laughing a little. I drew 
the revolver and fired two shots. 
Her body just went limp, her head 
turned toward me, and she mur- 
mured, “Oh Papa.” That was all. 

Thought of Getting Doctor. 

. “I got into the car beside my 
wife. She was limp, but I did not 
believe that she was dead. It oc- 
curred to me that I should get a 
doctor, that she might be suffering. 
I placed a blanket beneath ‘her 
head, and she was slumped there 
like she was asleep. I turned the 
car and started back to Marshall. 
When about a mile from town I 
stopped and felt my wife’s wrist. 
There was no pulse, and I knew. 
that Marjorie was dead. 


“I turned south again, and drove 
to the point where the shooting oc- 


os |curred. There I stopped and dug 


a small hole beside a concrete 
fence post, and hid the revolver 


there. I then walked to a farm 


house near by and as I passed 
through the gate I became nause- 
ated. and I think I fainted.» I re- 
vived, and aroused the farmer, tell - 
ing him that my wife was shot.”

CHICAGO, Aug. 29.—The will 
of Mrs. Edith Rockefeller McCor- 
mick, bequeathing seven-twelfths 
of her estate to her three children 
and the residue to Edwin Krena, 
her social and business confidant, 
was filed today in Probate Court. 

Not only was Krenn made the 
beneficiary of the largest single 
bequest, but Mrs. McCormick speci- 
fied that he should receive the 
legacy provided for any of the 
three children who should elect to 
contest the will. 

What remains of the forty or 
fifty million dollar estate that once 
gave John D. Rockefeller’s daugh- 
ter the title of the world’s richest 
woman was not disclosed by thé 
document and may not be -known 
for some weeks. The executor, 
the Chicago Title & Trust Co., has 
a full month to prepare an in- 
ventory, 

As had been disclosed, Mrs. Me- 
Cormick bequeathed four-twelfths 
of her estate to her daughter, Mu- 
riel McCormick Hubbard: two- 
twelfths to her daughter, Mathilde 
McCormick Oser, and one-twelfth | 
to her son, Fowler McCormick. 

Of Krenn's share she specified: 


J give, devise and bequeath all 


the rest, residue and remainder of 
my estate, real, personal and mixed, 
of every: kind and nature, to my 
friend, Edwin D. Krenn. I make 
this provision because I am justly 
indebted to the said Edwin D. 
Krenn for large sums of money 
and securities loaned by him to me 
at my request, and the amount 
hereby given him will not fully 
compensate him for the loss which 
he has and will sustain by reason 
of such debts, loans and advances 
to me from time to time.” 

Krenn, it had been announced. 
had renounced his rights to the 
bequests in favor of his partner, 
Edward Dato, and co-trustee in 
the Edith Rockefeller McCormick 
trust, enn receiving from Dato 
a promise of $2000 income monthly 
for life. 

The will was dated Aug. 4, 1932, 
when she lay near death in her 
hotel suite. 

Throngs of curious persons have 

visited Graceland Cémetery to view 
the grave of Mrs. McCor:nick 
but have discovered the body 
lies in a receiving vault next to 
that of a son who died 31 years 
ago.

belief that prosperity is returning. 


Von. Papen especially defied 
Adolf Hitler,. National Socialist 
leader, and served notice that he 
would keep power thus: 

“If necessary I shall use force 
to bring about recognition of tha 
equal rights applicable to all Ger- 
man citizens. I am firmly deter- 
mined to stamp out the smoulder- 
ing fires of civil war and to sup- 
press increasing political unrest 
and political acts of violence.” 

The Junker scheme to speed, tha 

return of prosperity and to give 
more than 1,500,000 of Germany's 
5,000,000 jobless something to do is 
based in this premise: 
We proceed from the consider- 
ation that important signs point to 
the fact that the bottom of the 
depression has been reached, hence 
all efforts to reinvigorate industry, 
will contribute toward actual re- 
vival.” 

Gist.of Von Papen’s Proposal. 

The heart of the scheme itself, 
roughly. was: 

More than 2,000,000, marks 
(currently about $476,000,000) can

A downtown street car subway, 
under Olive street from Third to 
Nineteenth street, and costing $6,- 
000,000 or more, is one of the 
projects mentioned by Neun in his 
outline of the plan. 

A Chamber of Commerce .com- 
mittee, Aug. 11, made, public a list 
of. St. Louis proje 8 “Which, in its 
view, would meet the requirements, 
of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation for loans of Federal 
Government funds. It is required 
that such projects shall furnish 
employment to labor in considera- 
ble volume, and that they shall be 
self-liquidating, so that the money 
advanced can be repaid to the 
Government, 
Neun, in his announcement to- 
day, mentioned the various items 
suggested by the Chamber of 
Gommerce committee, designating 
some as suitable for presentation to 
the Washington body at this time, 
and others as not being, in his 
view, suitable for inclusion in the 
proposed program. 
He suggested that the committee 
would reinforce the application, to 
be made through Gov, Caulfield, 
for funds for unemployment relief.

“They 
were carried on unscientifically by 
men untrained to the task,” Clark 
said, “and they attempted by brute 
force and the power of money to 
maintain and advance the price of 
cotton. Such uneconomic, strong- 
arm methods, absolutely at vari- 
ance with the law of supply and 
demand, were doomed in advance 
to failure.”

ATTACK MUKDEN 
'ANDFIRE ARSENAL 


Burn Several Planes at Air- 
port in Surprise Night 
Assault, Then Retire to 
Nearby Town. 


By the Associated Press. 

MUKDEN, Manchuria, Aug. 29. 
—Several bands of armed Chinese 
made an attack last night on this 
city, the heart of the Japanese 


military defense system in Man- 
churia, and set fire to the arsenal 
and the air base. 

Before daylight most of the 
Chinese raiders had vanished, but 
were reported to be concentrated 
only four miles away at Hun Hopu. 
At daylight Japanese bombers took 
the air with orders to attack them. 
The city’s entire fire department 
was called out and by morning suc- 
ceeded in preventing any explosion 
at the arsenal and getting that fire 
under control. The air base blaze 
was extinguished after several old 
airplanes had been burned. Other 
damage was slight. 

Mukden, the largest city of Man- 
churia, was in a state of confusion 
today following a night of panic. 

Raid Well Organized. 

The Chinese raiders obviously 
had a well-organized plan of ac- 
tion, so sudden and unexpected 
were their attacks on strategic de- 
fense points shortly after midnight. 

Hardly had the alarm been 
sounded calling out Japanese 
troops and police, than fire broke 
out at the arsenal and air base, 
and the wireless station was the 
scene of hand to hand fighting. In 
a skirmish near the arsenal, 
Japanese officer and two soldiers 
wearing the uniform of the new 
state, Manchukuo, were killed, 

The chatter of machine guns and 
the rumble of tanks aroused the 
populace. The groups of raiders, 
numbering several hundred each, 
continued sallies against the Japa- 
nese. 

The Chinese penetrated the 
strictly Japanese section, and even 
attacked the south gate of the 
walled city. The streets swarmed 
with fighting men and the Japa- 
nese were at a disadvantage, for 
their adversaries worked under 
cover of darkness. 

Former War Lord Blamed. 

The Japanese declared the sud- 

den assault on Mtikden, which they 
made the entering wedge for their 
military campaign in Manchuria a 
year ago, was inspired by Marshal 
Chang Hsiao Liang. 
They said guerilla forces allied 
with the young Marshal had been 
reported concentrating in nearby 
villages for some time. 

Several Chinese police were ar- 

rested on charges of co-operating 
with the raiders at the south gate. 
The Chinese Chief of Police was ac- 
cused of communicating with Mar- 
shal Chang, who is in Peiping. 
The uprising apparently was 
timed to coincide with the arrival 
of Nobuyoshi Muto as supreme 
military commander of Japanese 
forces in this area and Minister to 
the Manchukuo Government, which 
Japan soon will recognize. 
Gen. Muto is quartered in a 
mansion once occupied by Marshal 
@hang when the Chinese war lord 
controlled all Manchuria from 
Mukden before the Japanese came. 
Gen. Muto was protected by a 
heavy guard today. Although the 
Japanese moved energetically to 
wipe out the effects of the raids, 
the fighting continued after day- 
light in some of the outskirts, espe- 
cially around: the wireless station. 
About 300 Chinese surrounded the 
place, and engaged in hand-to-hand 
fighting with Japanese police.

A Chinese Goes Home. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE just completed a 10,000-mile 

journey from Missouri across the Pa- 
cific, having arrived home July 22. 

The trip, as a whole, was pleasant. We 
had 50 Chinese students, some holding 
two or three American college degrees, 
traveling in the same party, who are 
coming back to enter various Govern- 
ment and private institutions and enter- 
prises. The ship stopped a day and night 
at Honolulu, giving us ample time to 
have a good rest and to see the city. 
Calm seas and good weather, together 
with Hawaiian music and full moon, 
shortened the long jump from Honolulu 
to Japan. The ship called at Yokohama 
and Kobe, but no Chinese stepped 
ashore. We arrived at Shanghai July 19 
in the midst of a hot-spell. I saw the 
ruins of the Woosung forts as we en- 
tered the Whampoo River, once the scene 
of Japanese warships. The old forts are 
now heaps of ruins and the little villages 
are piles of ashes and bricks. I took 
time to visit the Chapei district, which 
told tales of the tragic bombardment of 
Jan. 28. The situation is gradually get- 
ting back to normal, but many of the 
owners are unable to find funds to re- 
build their homes. The political tension 
is still intense, owing to the rumors that 
the Japanese are planning to occupy 
Jehol, in North China, 

My home town, Canton, the metropolis 
of South China, has been modernized on 
a large scale during the last three years. 
This city of 1,500,000 population is the 
birthplace of the Chinese revolution of 
1911 and the home town of 95 per cent 
of the Chinese residents in America. 
Many new asphalt roads have been sub- 
stituted for the old alleys, modern busses 
are taking place of the old jinrickshas, 
hundreds of new buildings have been 
erected and a dozen talking picture 
houses have opened to the public. In 
spite of the changes in governments here, 
the city developments have been going 
on as usual. There are a dozen Chinese 
dailies here, but most of them are organs 
for certain political factions. 

The boycott against Japanese goods is 
continuing. It slacked down during the 
last of June, but owing to the trouble in 
the North it is gaining momentum again. 
The political conditions in the country 
are still unsettled. It is fortunate that 
most of the military energies are now be- 
ing devoted to anti-Communism cam- 
paigns.

But 
when all allowance is made for the fictitious profits 
that may accrue, the undeniable truth is that “Ottawa 
will not help world trade to recover its resilience. ... 
It will not remove existing barriers, bat will add 
many formidable barriers to those that already exist.” 
For the United States, Ottawa means not only a 
barricaded English market, but that on that unforti- 
fied frontier which has run through a century of 
peace are now erected fortresses of trade suppression 
which spell the unfriendly word boycott, with its 
menacing implications. . 
Logically we can utter no word of protest. We are 
enjoined from remonstrance by our own fallacious 
tariff policy. We are reaping as we have sown. 

But protests will be heard. Russia has already 
spoken. If England refuses to buy lumber, wheat 
and dairy products from Russia, that country, now an 
important customer for many British products, will 
place her orders elsewhere. That is the message from 
Moscow. Other nations will, necessarily, follow Rus- 
sia’s lead. The British Empire’s trade exclusion pol- 
icy, as formulated in the Ottawa conference, will 
evoke reprisal throughout the non-Empire world, just 
as our Hawley-Smoot act mobilized commerical re- 
taliation against the United States. 

The ultimate result of the present tariff mania 
will be a state of commercial paralysis when no na- 
tion will trade with any other nation. Before we ar- 
rive at that reductio ad absurdum, common sense and 
self-preservation will find a way to muzzle what 
Lloyd George calls “the mad dogs of protection.” 
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MR. TAFT TO MR. BRANDEIS. 

The late William Howard Taft was among the con- 
servative Republican leaders who joined hands 15 
years ago to prevent the confirmation of Louis D. 
Brandeis to the United States Supreme Court. As the 
years passed, it seemed that Mr. Taft must have re- 
gretted that act, especially when he went to sit with 
Justice Brandeis on the Supreme bench. Now, thanks 
to the publication of “More Merry-Go-Round,” we 
know that Mr. Taft was affected in just that way, 
and that he did the gentlemanly thing of acknowledg- 
ing it to the man he had opposed.

EADJUSTMENT and equilibrium! Will 
R our financial-page prophets never tire 

of telling us their bedtime stories? 
How often have we read of that “period 
of liquidation” we are passing through; 
that “readjustment” which is taking place 
“all-along the line,” and that equilibrium“ 
which is so rapidly being restored? 

June 19,-1932, Charles M. Schwab made 
an address before the American Iron and 
Steel Institute, of which he is president. He 
said: “Thg revival of our industry depends 
not only upon balancing the budget in our 


own industry but alse on the re-establish-. 
ment of equilibrium in the total economy of 


commerce. We and the rest of the world 
are the victims of a lop-sided deflation. If 
at one stroke it had been feasible to deflate 
prices, security values, realty, wages, taxes, 
earnings, debts and credits, all to the same 
degree and all at one time, the disturbance 
would have been relatively negligible, be- 
cause the interrelationship of all the factors 
would have remained the same.” Mr. 
Schwab ended his address with this delight- 
ful observation: Not fearing the future, 
ready to face every issue, and determined 
to fight for what we believe, we are on the 
path toward equilibrium.” 

A few days before his speech, the entire 
iron and steel industry “adjusted” wages 15 


per cent downward, making a 25 per cent 


cut in wage rates since the fall of 1930. The 
day he made his speech, the papers an- 
nounced: “Steel producers throughout the 
country are considering an advance of $2 a 


ton on Steel slabs and billets to be delivered 


after July 1“—an adjustment upward. 
= * — 

Such is the policy of our iron and steel 
companies—to cut wages paid and to in- 
crease prices charged. Is that, one wonders, 
the way the “readjustment” is to be brought 
about? Is that how the deficient purchas- 
ing power is to be provided to buy the over- 
supply of goods our industries have pro- 
duced? Is that how the “lop-sidedness” 
which is prolonging our distress is to be cor- 
rected? Is that the policy which is to lead 
us “on the path toward equilibrium”? 

The words of Mr. Schwab are typical of 
our business leaders, who preach one thing 
and then, ag directors of large concerns, 
turn around and, hoping to advance their 
own selfish interests, practice the opposite. 
The prices of some iron and steel products 
(bar iron and steel rails, for example) have 
not fallen since the slump began, and some 
other prices (wire nails, galvanized sheets, 
parbed wire, wire rods, eto.) have been in- 
creased since the beginning of 1931—all this 
during a period in which prices in general 
have been continually falling over 12 per’ 
cent a year and farm prices about 20 per 
cent a year. Yét, in spite of this, Mr. 
Schwab asks that these prices be given the 
added protection of a higher tariff,

Now, if the prices of some items in our 
budgets remain fixed, and we cannot do 
without them (under this category public 
utility rates are especially important), we 
are, of course, forced to cut elsewhere. Some 
cut on luxuries, some on clothes; some are 
forced to cut even on food. And if the pro- 
ducers of other products cannot shut off 
production and peg their prices, the prices 
of their products are bound to fall. 
unlike the steel company,

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—Charges

The proposed trade would mean 
the use of money belonging to tax- 
payers of the United States,” he 
declared, for the purpose of break- 
ing down an American industry 
which has made the United States 
independent of the world for the 
nitrogen used in agriculture, in in- 
dustry and in our national defense. 

“It would mean the use of Amer- 
ican money to support an interna- 
tional nitrogen cartel composed of 
Chile, Germany, France, England 
and all other European nitrogen 
producing countries.” 

He said the Nitrate Corporation 
of Chile ‘recently reduced the price 
of Chilean sodium nitrate in this 
country $11 a ton, te $25 a ton 
during August and September, the 
lowest price on record and one 
“aimed at the destruction of the 
American sodium nitrate industry.” 

Instead of trading its wheat for 
Chilean nitrate, he urged the Fed- 
eral Government to investigate the 
price tumble to see whether Chil- 
eans have violated the section of 
the tariff act which prohibits un- 
fair competition and dumping. 

The industry here has been de- 
veloped largely since the World 
War, it was explained. 
„It will be recalled that back in 
1915 the Germans, through Ad- 
miral Vonspee, endeavored to shut 
off our supply of Chilean nitrates 
without which we could not make 
the munitions which enabled our 
allies to continue the war,“ he said. 
The Treasury Department recent- 
ly found German, Belgian and Pol- 
ish members of the International 
Nitrogen Cartel guilty of dumping 


ammonia into this country, Garvan 
reported, meanwhile putting up 


for American producers of sulphate 
of/ammonia to ship a single ton to 
their ports.

Succumbs at 76 Few Hours After 
Seeing Cinciunati Enquirer 
| . to Press. 

CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 29.—Fu- 
neral services were being arranged 
today for George 8. McDowell of 
the Cincinnati Enquirer; thought to 
have been the oldest man~ging edi- 
tor in America. 

Mr. McDowell died early yester- 
day at the age of 76, after 52 years 
in newspaper work, He was with 
the Enquirer 28 years. He suc- 
cumbed to a heart attack at his 
home just a few hours after seeing 
the Sunday edition of the Inquirer 
go to press. He was the dean of 
Cincinnati newspaper men. 

Mr. McDowell left a law prac- 
tice to join the old Cincinnati Ga- 
zette as a reporter in 1880, work- 
ing under Murat Halstead, noted 
journalist. He served successively 
as city editor, Sunday editor and 
managing editor of the Commer- 
cial-Tribune, which succeeded the 
Gazette, and in 1904 joined the In- 
quirer as financial editor. He be- 
came managing editor in 1928. 

Emma Matthews Scott of New 
Britain, Pa., whom McDowell mar- 
ried in 1881, died in 1922. Surviv- 
ing are four sons, George S. Jr. of 
San Francisco, Robert of Cincin- 
nati, James of Greenwich, Conn., 
and Kenneth of Syracuse, N. Y.
